To the READER: 


The Chief Reaſon which moved me to the 
doing of this, was, becauſe I found the gent. 
rality of Devotional Books to differ ſo very 
br either in their Method or Manner of 
Expreſſion from the Publict Service of the 
Church, as if there were no manner of affinity 
between Private and Publick Prayer. And I 
verily believe, that the 3 of this ſort 
of Books of Devotion, in compariſon of others, 
7s one thing that hath very much ( tho | unde- 
 fienedly) contributed to the leſſening the Efteem 
of the Frayers of our Church; for the daily 


Attendants at the Houſe of Prayer being in 


this degenerate Age grown very few, and Bodki 
of Devotion having for the moſt part ver 
little of the Order and Method of the Liturgy 
in them, for want of uſe, Men grow to til 
the Manner or Form of our Service; whereas, 
were we frequent at the Publick Service, and 
took care to follow the ſame Method in our 
Private Devotions, we ſhould be both much 
more in Love with our Way of Worſhip, and 
find much more benefit by it: For I am per. 
ſuaded, that all the Prejudice which ſome Ptd- 
ple have againſt our Common Prayer, ariſes 
from their unacquintedneſs with it. | 
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Jo the REA DER. 
 *Tis-worth our obſervation, That tho our 
Bleſſed Saviour taught his Diſciples to pray 
at two different Times, and on two different 
Occaſions (as may appear by Com 
paring the place in S. Matth. 6. 2 8 55 
with that in S. Luke 11.) yet he 8 
ſtill taught them the ſame, or at leaſt very 
near the ſame Form of Words. By which we 
may gather, That it is not variety of Fancy, 


or difference of Expreſſion ; but a fervent Zeal 


and Conſtancy in our Devotion that is pleaſing 
to Almighty God and becoming a Chriſtian. _ 

Some Men indeed being Conſcious of. their 
own Formality in the uſe of our Church Ser- 
vice, think they fully expiate their Sin, cf not 


 ufing it aright, by laying all the blame upon it, 


and rejetting, it as a Dead Letter, thereby to 
excuſe the Deadneſs of their own Hearts ; as. 
was long ſince obſervd by that eminently De- 
vout and Religious Martyr, King CHARLES 
the Firſt, whoſe Memory ought to be precious to 
all the True Sons and Daughters - of that 
Church for which he Suffered; and whoſe 
Words I (hall here further ue 2 this Occaſan, 
Viz. That for the Manner, of uſing, „ 
Set and Preſeribed Forms, there Tak, el 
is no doubt, but that wholſom Words being

are ſooneſt received into their Hearts, and 
apteſt to excite and carry along with them, 
Judicious and Fervent Affections: Nor do! 
fee why Chriſtians ſhould be weary: of a 
Well compoſed Liturgy (as Thold this to be) 
more than of other things, wherein the Con-. 
ſtancy abates nothing of the Excellency and 
Uſefulneſs. I could never ſee any Reaſon, 
why any Chriſtian ſhould abhor, or be for- 
bidden to uſe the fame Forms of Prayer, 
ſince he prays to the ſame God, believes in 
the fame Saviour, profeſſes the ſame Truths, 
reads the fame Scriptures, ' hath the ſame 
* Duties upon him, and feels the ſame daily 
Wants (for the moſt part) both inward and 
outward, which are common to the whole 
Church.

© They that blame our Collects for being 
generally ſo ſhort, ſeem not rightly to under- 

Pant either the Nature or End of Chriſtian

© Neceſſity, and the Merits and Mediations of 
Jeſus Chriſt, to which end our Collects do moſt

Nothing need to be ſaid for our ſo conflant 

ſe of the Pſalms, which (to uſe ſtill. the 

Words of the ſame Reverend Perſon) are the 

Treaſury of Chriſtain Comfort fitted for all 

Perſons, and all Neceſſities; able to raiſe the 

Soul from Dejection, by the frequent mention 

of God's Mercy to Repentant Sinners; able to 

ſtir up Holy Deſires, to encreaſe Joy, to mo- 
derate Sorrow, to nouriſh. Hope, and teach 
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Io the READER, 
us Patience by waiting God's Leiſure far what 
we beg; able to beget a Truſt in the Mercy, 
Power, and Providence of our Creator, and to 


cauſe a Refignation of our ſelves to his Will;

42 Two therefore being the Chief Parts 
ef our Liturgy, together with the Reading of 
Holy Scripture, the conſtant uſe of it muſt 
needs melt and form the Soul into Holy 
Thoughts and Defires, and beget in us Habits 
of Devotion. But I ſhall not here fall to 
Vindicate our Publick Liturgy, that having 
already been done beyond all Exception, b 
divers Eminent Pens, befides a Learned and 
Pious Illuſtration of it by the incomparable 
Labours of Dr. Comber. Th FA 
I fhall only in ſhort give ſome account of the 
following Book , a 7 the Method obſerved 
therein. | 1 
. - The Deſign of it is, to follow the Order of 
de Church; and therefore the Morning and 
Evening Prayers are begun with Sentences of 
Holy Seripture,. a Confeſſion, and a Prayer for 
Alſolution; then the Lords Prayer; after 
which is a fbort Hymn or Anthem out of Holy 
deripture, rnftead of the Venite exultemus; 


then the Pſalms, which are always double, 
that you may uſe one or both as your Leiſure 
will permit, or your Diſcretion and Devotion 
determine; then may be Read a Chapter, or 
ſome Portion of Holy Scripture; then one o 
the Hymns, and if you have Leiſure another 
Chapter, with the other Hymn; _ which 
the Creed-and Collefts in their Order. 

The Noon Service is generally ſhort, but 
may be lengthned by the addition of the Oc- 
caſtonal Collefts ; and for the Leſſon at Noon, 
it would not be improper for you, to Read 
over and Meditate upon the Epiſtle and Go- 
ſpel appointed for that Week in your Common- 
Prayer-Book. | © 

The Pſalms and Collects of the ſeveral 
Days, are chiefly thoſe which reſpeft the 
ſeveral Feſtrvals of thoſe Days. Thus for 
Sunday you have the Pſalms and Collefts of 
Eaſterday, Witfunday, and others ſuitable ts 
the Occafion : For Wedneſday, thoſe of Aſh- 
wedneſday ; for Thurſday, thoſe of Afcen- 
ſion; for Friday, thoſe of Good Friday; for 
Saturday you have P[alms, Praifing God for the 
Works of the Creation, &c. This ſeeming moſt 
proper and inftruttive in the feveral Myſteries 
of our Religion, and beſt agreeing withthe De- 
hen of the Church. 5

To the READER: 
I hope none will find fault, that I have 
every Day inſerted a Prayer for the Queen, 
and another for the Clergy ; their Welfare 
and Happineſs being of ſuch Univerſal Con- 
cern, and ſuch general Advantage to Re- 
ligion, as well as Public Safety, that no 
good Chriſtian, or good Subje# can think 
much, to let them have a ſhare in his Daily 
Prayers. | | 
J do not in the leaſt deſign, that theſe 
Offices ſhould hinder any (that have Leiſure) 
from attending the Service of the Church in 
Public; and therefore have ſo contriv'd it, 
that tho' the Method be the ſame, yet the 
Pſalms and Collects are for the moſt part 
different, or at leaſt will never happen all to 
be the ſame with the Publick. 1 
Here are added litewiſe, Two Prayers for 
Moraing and Two for Evening, which People 
of Leiſure and Devotion may ſo uſe as to 
Pray (according to the Pſalmiſt) Seven Times 
a-day, at convenient diſtances, if they uſe theſe 
Two firſt and laſt, and beſides the other Three 
Times appointed in this Book, do frequent 
Twice a day the Publick Service. 
And now, Good Chriſtian Reader, all that I 
further defire of you, is, That you would be

conſtant i in your Devotions, both Publick and 
Private,” that you would heartily endeavour 
to vindicate the Honour of Our CHURCH
